HAIRMAN FAVORS 
GENERAL REVISION 


Opposes Piecemeal Changes 
as Farm Ald—Capper Says 
West Ready for Cuts. 


The Republican administration of 
Herbert Hoover was launched yester- 
day,on a program of complete revision 
of the present Fordney-McCumber 
tariff bill. Chairman Hawley, of the 
ways and means committee, announced 
he had called a meeting of the Repub- 


Llican members of the committee for 


Monday to determine upon a course of 
action. The chairman declared he fa- 
vored holding hearings on the new 
tariff bill during the short session with 
final action taken probably during the 
special session which he anticipates. 
In any event, whether there is a spe- 
cial session or not, the ways and 
means committee will have com- 
menced its work. 

The decision to hold hearings during 
the short session rests with the mem- 
bers of the committee. It is assumed 
that the chairman speaks for the ma- 
jority sentiment and that the decision, 
for all practical purposes, has already 
been reached. 

Chairman Hawley is opposed to any 
piecemeal changes in the tariff at the 
short session in connection with any 
possible attempt to pass remedial farm 
legislation. He is of the opinion the 
tarif should be handled as a whole 
and only after exhaustive hearings 
have been held. 


Follows Longworth Views. 


Thia is in, line with the views held 
by Speaker Longworth, Representative 
Bertram Snell, of the powerful rules 
committee; and other leaders, although 
Floor Leader Tilson, representing the 
New England viewpoint, is anxious to 
have tariff legislation enacted at the 
earliest possible moment. 

Chairman Hawley is not committed 
to the idea of a special session. He 
goes along with the views expressed by 
the Speaker and by Representative 
Snell (Republican), New York, namely, 
that the way should be left open for 
the members from the farm belt to 
pass farm legislation at the short ses- 
sion if they desire. If they do so, « 
special session will be rendered unnec- 
essary, While if they fail it seems in- 
evitable. 

The possibilities of discord in the 
new tariff bill are fully realized and 
the aim is to @pproach it slowly and 
with the utmost care. 


Copper Statement Stirs. 


_ The note sounded yesterday by 
Senator Arthur Capper to the effect 
that the West proposes to vote for a 
reduction on tariff duties that are 
“too high” has sent a ehiver through 
the New England wing of the House 
representation where the demand is 
for a horizontal increase. 

About the Capitol corridors it is 
rumored that the enthusiasm for a 
Slashing increase of tariff rates is not 
relished by banking authorities in 
New York and other large cities. The 
huge investments which have 
made abroad during the past few 
years has had « tendency to slow up 
enthusiasm for tariff walls - rather 
than for tariff barriers, and the mem- 
bership of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce is reported to be divided 
on the subject. 

Labor organizations also are report- 
ed to be formulating demands that 
increased prices’ guaranteed by high 
tariff rates be accompanied by some 
form of guarantee that higher prices 
be translated into higher wages.

LIQUOR DOCKS CLOSED 


Detroit, Nov 30 (A.P.).—The United 
States and Canadian. governments 
moved spontaneously today to crush 
the rum-running and bootlegging rack- 
ets along the Detroit water boundary, 
estimated to represent a $50,000,000 a 
year industry. 

While United States customs officials 
were arrested eleven border patrol in- 
spectors on charges of accepting bribes 
and conspiracy to ald in the emug- 
gling of liquor into the United States 
from Canada, provincial authorities on 
the opposite side of the river were is- 
suing orders for closing 30 liquor ex- 
port docks in border cities. 

The immediate effect ‘of the cross- 
fire from. both sides of the border ls 
expected to be the dryest holiday sea- 
son in the Detroit area in years. 

Arreat of the United States inapec- 
tors came as & result of a sweeping 
investigation into rumblings of graft 
and corruption among forces that guard 
the American border against § liquor 
smuggling, and signaled the stert of 
what John R. Watkins, United States 
district attorney. described as “a gen- 
eral house-cleaning in the service.” He 
estimated that 50 inspectors would be 
dismissed before the investigation ends: 

The closing of export docks on the 
Canadian side of the border was in line 
with orders tssued recently by Sir Henry 
Drayton, chairman of the Ontario liq- 
uor control border, end W. D. Euler, 
minister of national revenue, to cen- 
tralize the liquor export business in 
ten large docks, undef strict supervi- 


sion of customs officers. 

This action, it was explained, was 
to prevent the “short-circuiting” or 
smuggling of liquor back into Canada 
through bootleg channels. 

The investigation that led to arres@ 
e United States customs inspectors 
conducted by undercover agents 

sent ‘out ffom Washington. Ten of the 
inspectors Were arrested at the patrol 
base this morning and taken to Wat- 
kins’ office for questioning, 

This was followed by issuance of war- 
rants and this afternoon the District 
Attorney began laying his information 
before a Federal grand jury. 

Watkins said other arrests probably 
would follow. 

Sleeper estimated he had discharged

Banton Says He Has Good 


Case of Circumstantial 
Evidence for Trial. 


\\PERSONS IN MURDEI 


\ ROOM ARE IDENTIFIED 


Indictments Are Delayed as 
Grand Jury Delves Into 
New Evidence. 


Special to The Washington Post, | 

New York, Nov. 30.—Without teturn- 
ing an indictment in the Arnold Roth- 
stein murder case, the \grand jury. ad- 
journed this afternoon \ntil Monday 
afternoon, but District Attorney Joab 
H. Banton tonight declared indictments 
would be returned soon after the grand 
jury resumes, and he added: \ 
~ “We have a besutiful case of. cir- 
cumstantial evidence utiful.” 

The prosecutor, asserting conviction | 
that he finally was “in the clear” with 
his investigation, in which he has 
groped since November 4, when the 
gambler king was shot down in a room 
in the Park Central Hotel, made it 
plain that he now believes he is in a 
fair way to prosecute as Rothstein's 
slayer George A. McManus, debonair 
white light district and race track 
gambler, and two of his companions. 

During the day, four new witnesses 
identified McManus as an occupant of 
Room 349 of the Park Central an the 
night Rothstein was fatally shot in that 
room, and identification of McManus’ 
two companions in the murder room 
before the shooting was made before 
the grand jury. but their names still 
are a closely guarded secret. 

Three More Are Held. 

Three gambling friends of Rothstein 
today were added to the group of men 
held as material witnesses, each in 
$10,000 ball. They are “Tough WiHiec” 
McCabe and the diminutive brothers, 
Meyer and Samuel Boston, 

McCabe, holding a handkerchief be- 
fore his face to foil cameramen, strolled 
into the Criminal Courts Bullding with 
his attorney, Frederick J. Sullivan, pro- 
feasing to have been surprised to! learn 
that Banton had wanted to seq him 
again. He had been up in Gafrison, 
N. ¥., on a business trip, he explained, 
through his attorney, and hadn't kept 
in touch with the news. 

The Boston boys, trotting alo 
the heels of Detective Patrick 
were as camera shy a6 “Tough Willie.” 
Thoughtfully, the brothers had pro- 
vided themselves with biue-lensed 
giasses., 

While the three Broadway gamblers 
were depositing a total of $30,000 in 
bonda before Judge Francis X. Mane 
cuso to Insure against their forgetting 
to appear before the grand jury Mon- 
day afternoon, a petter of feminine 
footeteps and the dull thuds of men’s 
rubber heels came from the strongly 
guarded entrances to the grand jury 
room. 

Lawyer Refore Grand Jury. 


The day's feminine witnesses in- 
cluded Mrs. Carolyn Rothstein, widow 
of the slain gambler, and a house- 
keeper at’ the Park Central. Maurice 
Cantor, the attorney who drew up the 
disputed Rothstein will, which the dy- 
ing gambier signed with a wavering 
cross just before his ‘death, also ap- 
peared before the inquisitorial body. 

Two lines of questioning greeted 
Cantor and the widow. One was the 
possibility of Rothstein disclasing in 
his dying moments the name of. his 
slayer and the other a demand to know 
just what happened to the famous let- 
ter files of the gambler, looted soon 
after hig death. 

Banton refused to reveal whether 
Cantor divulged that Rothstein knew 
the name of his slayer or if Cantor hed’ 
pleaded the right of professiona! secrecy 
as Rothstein's attorney. 

“Like most people who know that 
Rothstein didn’t hesitate to come into 
court back in 1918 and identify three 
gunmen who held him up in the old 
Portland Hotel, 1 don’t think that 
Rothstein would have refused to tell 
the name of the man who shot him,” 
said Banton significantly. 

New Evidence Considered. 


“And the rule of professional secrecy 
doesn't include knowledge regarding 
the criminal] actions of a third party 
Hwhich might be revealed to an attorney 
by his client,” he continued. 

Early in the day Banton went before 
Judge Mancuso and requested that Mc- 
Manus, hela without bail in the Tombs 
on a short affidavit charging suspicion 
of murder, be remanded until Tuesday. 
This was done and the formal indict- 
ments. which were looked for by noon 
were delayed while the grand jury con- 
sidered what the prosecutor declared 
was “new and important evidence.“. 

No objection was made by his coun- 
sel to the further detention of Me- 
Manus on the temporary charge.

SHIP 6 MILES OFF 
AS VESTAIS LISTED 


American Tramp Received No 
Distress Signals on Day 
Before Sinking. 


CAPTAINS DEFEND CAREY 


New York, Nov. 30 (A.P.).—An Amer- 
ican tramp steamer was only 6 miles 
from the steamer Vestris when it was 
slowly keeling over on the afternoon of 
November 11 and was only 45 miles 
away two hours before the Vestris sank 
the next day, it was testified at the 
Federal hearing into the Vestrig disaster 
today. Despite its nearness to the 
scene, however, the tramp steamer dic 
not know of the Vestris’ need for assist- 
ance, as it carried no wireless. ~ 

.George Frederick Harrison, first mate 
of the American tramp Montoso. was 
the witness who gave this information. 
He was put on the stand in an effort to 
determine whether there should not be 
a law to force ships of such size, 3,109 
tons, to be equipped with wireless. 

Harrison said that the nearest the 
Montoso, which is a ship of the New 
York-Porto Rico line, came to the Ves- 
tris was at 3 o'clock on the afternoon 
of November 1°. At that time the Mon. 
toso was drifting with disabled steering 
gear and the Vestris, with engines shut 
down and water pouring into her hold, 
was tipping slowly over to starboard. 


No Signals Shown. 


A full gale was blowing and ap- 
parently the lookout on the Montoso 
saw nothing in the position of the 
Vestris to cell for investigation, and 
the Vestris made no sttempt to com- 
Mmunicate by signals. 

The Montoso drifted all night while 
repairs were being. made and at noon 
the next day was 45 miles from the 

lace where the Vestris sank two hours 
ater. The tramp got under way a few 
minutes later and continued its course, 
unaware that the Vestris had sent out 
an 8S O 6 call two hours earlier, and 
that ships much further away were 
rushing to the rescue. ‘ 

After the tramp’s first mate was ex- 
cused, United States Attorney Tuttle, 
who te conducting tHe inquiry, stated 
that according to wireless reports sub- 
mitted by a Luther Martin over- 
street of the ee eT ; one 
of the rescue vessels, the Italian 
steamer Giorgio Ohlson, was even 
nearer to the Vestris at the time of 
the distress call than the Montoseo. 

It was shown that the Giorgio Ohi- 
son, which did carry wireless, was er 
36 miles from the Vestrie at 10 o’cl 
the morning of November 11 picked 
up the 6 O 8 and went to the rescue. 
The first position given by the Vestris 
was wrong, however, and the GOlorgio 
Ohison never did locate the true posi- 
tion of the sinking ship.

The lifeboats had to be hauled 
back to their davits before reaching 
the water to save their crews when 
pitching of the Hiner threatened to 
smash the boats against the ship's side. 

Capt. Erskine said he stood by the 
‘Herrenwyk from 3:50 p. m. Thursday 
until 7 a. m. Priday then continued 
to New York, leaving the Estonia to 
aa 4 the vigil. During the night Capt. 
Erskine said he pumped large quan- 
tities of oll onto the seas in an attempt 
to calm them enough to make a res- 
cue possible. 

The crew of the German ship could 
be seen huddled amidships while the 
seas broke over the wreck. Her funnel 
and superstructure were gone and she 
are almost submerged, Capt. Erskine 
said. 

The Transylvania’s master said the 
vorage was one of the worst crossings 
he had ever made, with whole gales 
and great seas belaboring the vessel 
all the way.

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SHOOTING BY THE COAST GUARD. 


Coast guardsmen have shot and killed 
Other reputed Niagara Falls rum runner. The 
victim, Carl Anderson, was spotted in his 
powerboat, The Bug, by cutter C G 2364 half 
a mile out from the mouth of the Niagara 
River in Lake Ontario. He did not heed the 
command to halt, whereupon the boatswain’s 
mate opened up with a machine gun. The 
cabin of The Bug was sprayed with bullets. 
Anderson ‘was killed and his companion, Ed- 
mond Sahr, was wounded. No liquor was 
found aboard--the boat, and no weapons were 
found on either Anderson or Sabr. 

It may be that Anderson was a rum runner, 
It may be, as the Coast Guard asserts, that 
The Bug had cleared from Canada on the pre- 
ceding night with a cargo of 200 cases of ale. 
The statement is also made that the shooting 
was purely accidental—that the machine gun 
was not aimed directly at The Bug, but that 
the heavy surf made the fire uncertain. But 
these statements do not justify the action of 
the Coast Guard. 

The Coast Guard is charged with the task of 
running down rum runners. As long as the 
prohibition laws remain as written no citizen 
of the United States will countenance evasion, 
upon the part of the Coast Guard, of this duty. 
Nevertheless, the Coast Guard should be 
brought to realize that performance of its 
duty does not mean that it may shoot at sight. 

The Niagara Falls unit of the Coast Guard 
was responsible for the shooting and killing 
of Jacob Hanson, an innocent citizen who was 
mistaken for a rum runner, ~ Now it has added 
to its record the shooting and killing of Carl 
Anderson. From the legal standpoint the 
Rouse are similar. Hanson was a reputable 

* citizen of Niagara Falls returning to his home 
in his automobile when he was called upon to 
halt. Anderson’s boat contained no liquor, 
hence he was not violating the prohibition law. 
The Niagara Falls Coast Guard unit apparently 
needs cleaning up.

The investigation into the sinking of the 
steamship Véstris is running the usual course 
of such affairs. Competent testimony has been 
offered to the effect that the stokers mutinied, 

“ making. it impossible to maintain a head of 
‘steam in the boilers sufficient to operate the 
pumps. Equally competent testimony has been 
offered to the effect that ship officers had full 
control of their crew until the final moment 
of the tragedy. It appears from testimony that 
the Vestris. was seaworthy and unseaworthy; 
‘that the lifeboats were not got off with pre- 
cision and that they were; that the cargo 
shifted and that it did not. From the mass of 
testimony presented it may be possible to draw 
etre or less accurate conclusions as to the 
- actual cause of the tragedy, but it becomes in- 
creasingly apparent that it will be impossible 
~to ascribe a single definite cause. aie 

The inquiry, however, serves a most use- 
ful purpose. When it is concluded Federal 
officials will have knowledge of the contribu- 
tory causes of the disaster. Careful study of 
the record should make possible the drafting 
of recommendations which, incorporated into 

the regulations under which the Government 
inspects steamships, should serve to prevent 
‘similar disasters, 

 _It 4s probable that as a result of the Vestris 

| disaster regulations governing the steamboat 
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inspection service Will be tightened. No cow- 
clusive evidence has yet been offered showing 
that the inspectors were derelict in their 
duties, but the public is convinced that the 
regulations do not provide effectively against 
unusual contingencies, . ‘ 


WELDING OUT LAWLESS DRIVERS. 


The Traffic Bureau is going over the list 
of drivers who have been repeatedly in trou- 
ble, and is asking them to step in and talk 
the matter over. It is assumed that in many 
cases the violations of the traffic regulations 
have been inadvertent or the consequence of 
ignorance, and that a better understanding of 
the situation on the part of such drivers will 
enable them to avoid accidents and the loss of 
their licenses. Other drivers, confirmed vio- 
lators of the regulations, may lose their licenses 
if they are unable to understand the regula- 
tions or are unwilling to observe them. 

The spokesman of the local branch of the 
American Automobile Association has taken 
exception to this procedure on the ground that 
it is an unwarranted interference with drivers, 
subjecting them to petty official nagging, and 
inconvenience. 

Inasmuch as the Traffic Bureau is dealing 
only with individuals who have already vio- 
lated the regulations, it does not appear that 
law-abiding motorists need concern’ them- 
with this inquiry, except to wish it 
in sifting out ‘persistent and willful 
violators and depriving them of their permits. 
The American Automobile Association can not

afford to be placed in the position of objecting 


to the elimination of persistently lawless 
drivers and the better observance of the regu- 
lations by all drivers. The Traffic Bureau has 
adopted a common-sense method of procedure 
against which no driver can make reasonable 
Objection. If drivers who habitually violate 
the regulations can not be.made to understand 
and obey them. they should lose their permits 
for the sake of public safety. 

The situation has become such that more 
rigid scrutiny must be given to applicants for 
drivers’ permits, and those drivers who know- 
ingly and willfully violate the common rules of 
safety must be eliminated, whoever they may 
be. The great body of motorists is entirely 
misrepresented by the statement issued in be- 
half of the American Automobile Association.

ments have been asked as separate items, Such 
improvements have been carried out as sepa- 
rate projects, with little assurance that the 
work when completed would not have to be 
marred or destroyed to permit improvements of 
a different nature. It is this situation that hag 
brought complaint of newly paved streets be- 
ing cut into a few days after they have been 
completed. 

The plan worked out by the committee pro- 
vides for the preparation of estimates for im- 
provement work in advance of the time they 
are submitted to the Budget Bureau, in order 
that related work can be considered as a unit. 
It should also be the function of the proposed 
office to keep closely in touch with all develop- 
ment plans, so that unified planning shall be 
promoted.

HEED THE SIREN. 


Speeding westward in M street in answer 
to an alarm, at a speed estimated from 40 to 
45 miles an hour, two pieces of fire apparatus 
collided on Thanksgiving afternoon, crashing 
into a parked truck, and catapulting four fire- 
men into the street. Two were seriously in- 
jured. This is the second recent serious acci- 
dent involving Fire Department vehicles. It 
happened at a time when the Commissioners 
are considering a coroner’s jury recommenda- 
tion that District emergency vehicles be held 
amenable to local traffic regulations. 

It would be folly to limit the speed of 
emergency vehicles. When police, fire or hos- 
pital vehicles are summoned a situation gen- 
erally exists that calls for immediate attention. 
Just as soon as a regulation is adopted cur- 
tailing the speed of emergency vehicles a situa- 
tion will arise in which lives or property will 
be lost as a result of delay, and the public will 
protest against the new regulation. 

ThHursday’s accident was caused indirectly 
bythe driver of a pleasure car entering into 
a side street. The driver of the leading fire 
car was forced to swerve to avoid the pleasure 
car, sideswiping the following fire truck and 
causing its driver to lose control. Again the 
fact is demonstrated that motorists do not pa 
sufficient attention to the sound of the siren. 
The Police Department should make a vigorous 
campaign to enforce the regulations that obtain 
when emergency apparatus is in the streets.

stitute the most serious cause of blindness 
among the workmen of America. They have 
enlisted the cooperation of the American Fed- 


-eration of Labor for a Nation-wide educational 


campaign for the conservation of vision of in- 
dustrial workers and their families. 

The campaign will be carried out on the 
theory of close students of industrial conditions 
that 98 per cent of all accidents in industry 
are preventable. Appeal will likely be made 
to employers to protect their employes’ eyes 
from injurious dusts, glaring lights,-unguarded 
machines and dozens of other hazards. The 
appeal can scarcely be disregarded when em- 
ployers learn that at the present time Ameri- 
can industries are paying approximately 
$10,000,000 annually in compensation to-~work- 
men who have been. totally blinded wuite at 
work. But this is only part of the bill that 
industry im this country is paying because of 
carelessness with the eyes of employes. Loss 
of efficiency and skill through partial blindness 
or serious impairment of the eyes represents 
a loss much larger. 

Cooperation of two national organizations on 
this probiem should be of the utmost value. 
They should have the assistance of every em- 
ployer whose workmen are in any danger of 
impairing or losing their sight. The movement 
should also be extended to the schools, where 
hundreds of children first injure their eyes, and 
to the homes where many parents must be 
taught the necessity of providing glasses for 
children with visual weaknesses or defects.

A con- 
ference was held yesterday under the 
sponsorship of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce the Chicago Better Busi- 
ness Bureau and the American Medi- 


cal Association, which was presided 
over by Homer J. Buckley, chairman 
of the advertising council of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce. 

Among those in attendance were 
William 8S. Hedges, president of the 
National Association of Broadcasters; 
Dr. Malcolm L. Harris, president of the 
American Medical Association; Dr. 
Fishstein, editor of the Ameri- 
can Medica) Journal; Flint Grinnell, 
director of the Better Business Bureau; 
Ralph L. Atlass, of station WBBM, and 
representatives of the leading Chicago 
radio stations 

It was the concensus of opinion 
among those present that the clean-up 
of broadcast advertising should come 
from within the industry rather than 
from the outside, and the belief was 
that if something is not done legisla- 
tive bodies may: take’ action looking 
toward censorship. It was felt that

Porto Rican Naval 
Lease Fraud Alleged 


U. S. and Island Officials 
Aceuse Lieut. Comdr. 


Baker in Court. 
(Associated Press.) 


Using as precedents the Supreme 
Court’s decisions canceling the Teapot 
Dome and Elk Hills naval oil reserve 
contracts, the American. and Porto 
Rican governments presented to that 
court yesterday an alleged land fraud 
in Porto Rico with a request that it be 
reviewed. 

It arose from the exchange, by au- 
thority of an act of Congress, of tha 
old Spanish fort, San Geronimo, at 3an 
Juan, owned by the United States and 
Porto Rico and vaiued at $500,000, for 
a piece of land on which Lieut. Comdr. 
Virgil Baker, of the Navy, was alleged 
to have had an option which cost him 
only $360, 

In asking the Supreme Court to re- 
view the case the Government asserted 
that Baker, by repeated misrepresenta- 
tions to the Navy Department, induced 
the transfer of the fort from the Army 
to the Navy on the claim that it was 
urgently needed by the latter. The 
Gcvernment contended that Baker then 
obtained the property for his own per- 
‘sonal use under a five-year lease, which 
subsequently was extended to a 
year lease.

FARMERS ADVANCING, 
i DECLINES. 


«| Agricultural Chief’s Report to 
Coolidge, Nevertheless, 
Cites Need for Aid. 


EXPORT VALUES DECLINE 


(Associated Press.) 


Despite the clamor of demands for 
farm relief legislation, Secretary Jar- 
dine in his annual report to President 
Coolidge declares that “it is beyond 
question that 1928 will go down in 
American agricultural history as a year 
of achievement.” 

Insisting that the gross income from 
agriculture this year will be well above 
the 1927-28 total of $12,253,000,000, the 
Secretary, nevertheless, couples his fore- 
cast with the statement that “this does 
not mean that agricultural grievances 
are insubstantial, nor does it mean that 
the remedy of these very real diffi- 
culties should be left to the free play 
of economic forces.” 

“The situation from which agricule 
ture is still suffering has -complex 
economic, social and other roots,” hé 
says. “For these the Nation can not 
escape its just s..are of responsibility, 
in that its officials advocated over- 
whelming expansion of production dur- 
ing the war. In like manner the Na- 
tion must accept its share of respon- 
Sibility in seeking and applying sound 
and adequate relief. 


“Entitled to U. S. Help.” 


“In short, agriculture is entitled to 
practical governmental help in rebuild- 
ing its fortunes on a firm and perma- 
nent foundation.” 

Without offering any hard and fast 
farm relief proposal the Secretary sug- 
gests that farmers could benefit -them- 
s“ives by giving major attention to 
quality production. Discussing agri- 
cultural legislation, he draws attention 
to laws already enacted, such as the 
cooperative marketing act of July 2, 
1926, the agricultural credits act of 
1923, and statutes in 28 States authorize 
ing formation of cooperative associa- 
tions. Much already has been done by 
this and similar legislation, he argued, 
toward improving the situation of the 
American farmer. 

In the fields of farm credits and crop 
insurance, the Secretary found the 
greatest need for future improvement, 
though he felt that the Federal farm 
loan system and intermediate credit 
banks have already greatly increased 
cafety and stability. 

“Much has been done in recent 
years,” he says, “to improve agticul- 
ture’s credit facilities, but much re- 
mains to be done.” 


Total Annual Value Lower. 


Mr. Jardine’s optimistic outlook took 
into consideration his notation tha 
“in value our agricultural exports fo 
the year were 4 per cent less than thos 
of the preceding year and were th 
smaliest in the last five years.” Heg 
forth that agricultural exports amoun 
ed to only 38 per cent of the total an 
explained that cotton exports fell a 
30 per cent in volume, wheat 6 pf 
cent, and that apples and pork proé 
ucts, both leading export items, show@® 
reduced totals. Barley, corn, rice, te 
bacco and prunes, however, showed en 
couraging export increases, he says. 

In spite of bad weather conditions in 

ae sections, he adds, the acreage o 
crops harvested was the largest eve 
recorded and 8,000,000 acres above ‘th 
1927 total. Yields per acre, moreove 
were “about 3 per cent above the ave 
age for the last ten years and about 
per cent above those of last year.” 

“General improvement in the ] 
stock industry, in which all its brane 
es shared, was the most outstand# 
development in the 1928 agricultus 
Situation,” the report says.

Carroll’s body was difyovered py Wei- 
ner C. Morris, of 2545 Seventeenth 
street northwest, wheh the latter re- 
ported to work at the office yesterday 
morning at 7:30 o'clock. Detecting the 
odor of gas and noticing that the door 
to Carroll's office was stuffed with rags 
and papers, Morris forced his way in 
and found his employer sitting dead at 
his desk with his head resting on his 
arm. 

Morris immediately threw open the 
windows, which had also been sealed 
with papers, and called for help. Car- 
roll was pronounced dead, however, on 
arrival of the fire rescue squad and 
the ambulance of Casualty Hospital 
The man probably had been dead for 
several hours, physicians stated. 
When Morris entered the office. gas 
was flowing from two open, jets of a 
gas heater, he said, and the room was 
so completely filled with the fumes 
that it was with great difficulty that 
he made his way to the windows. On 
the desk near the dead man police 
found a quart whisky bottle, nearly 
empty, but no clew to the reason for 
Carroll taking his life. 

The young merchant is said to have 
left hts home at 439 Buchanan street 
northwest early Thanksgiving morn- 
ing, and, so far’ as police have been 
able to learn, was not again seen alive. 
He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Grace

PERMANENT BOARD 
TO PLAN DISTRICT'S 
PUBLIC WORK URGED 


Special Committee Report 
Plans Group of Engineers 
to Coordinate Projects. 


NEW POST OF DICTATOR 
ON SEQUENCE PROPOSED 


Advisory Traffic Unit Also Ad- 
vocated; Commissioners to 
Discuss It Next Week. 


Appointment of a new and perma- 
nent project and engineering board, 
which would pass upon the design, 
Specifications and advisability of all 
public improvement works under the 


District engineer departments, was pro- 
posed in a report submitted to the Dis- 
triet Commissioners yesterday by the 
special committee appointed recently 
to develop a plan for the better co- 
ordination of District engineering 
activities. 

Creation of a new post, coordinator 
of public improvement programs, also 
was proposed. The coordinator would 
have authority to “dictate and direct 
the sequence and time of execution of 
all projects” and would serve as execu- 
the project board, 
He would be an official of the high- 
way department, under the plan, but 
present officials are held too burdened 
with work to undertake the task, and 
a new member would be appointed to 
fill the post. , 

The engineering board would be 
comprised of the three assistant en- 
gineer commissioners and the coordina- 
tor and all District engineer depart- 
ment heads would report to it. 


Would Coordinate Estimates. 


The board would coordinate the esti- 
mates of the various departments, re- 
view programs of the utilities com- 
panies, and, in géneral, work out a 
plan of public works which would 
make for their coordination. The board 
would decide on the sequence projects 
prior to the time any department makes 
up its annual estimates for submis- 
Sion to the Commissioners. 

The Public Utilities Commission and 
the director of traffic and the Police 
Department, charged with enforcing 
traffic regulations, all wGuld be brought 
together, through representatives, on a 
central subordinate committee. 

The special committee, comprising 
Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, chairman; Maj 
D: A. Davison and Maj. L. E. Atkins.

Traffic Board Advocated. 


A traffic advisory board also would be 
created. This board would consist of 
the traffic director, the coordinator, the 
police inspector in charge of the Traffic 
Bureau, the engineer of the utilfties 
commission and an official from the 
traffic director’s office, who would serve 
as secretary. 

It would be the duty of this board to 
“investigate and make recommenda- 
tions concerning the zoning of streets 
for use, types and weights of vehicles, 
routing. uses of pubiic streets. 
parking as applied to highway "plans 
and alterations and such other matters 
as might from time to time be ad- 
visable.” It also would have charge of 
the time of closing of streets for public 
improvements. 

No cuts would be permitted in newly . 
laid roadways or sidewalks for a period 
of two years after the street had been 
laid, except in emergencies. The Dis- 
trict government itself would be re- 
quired to get a permit for each cut it 
makes, so as to give a check on District 
work, and no one would be given a 
blanket permit. All permits would have 
to be approved by the highway depart- 
ment before they could be issued by 
the permit clerk.
